From careful estimates made by experts it appears likely 


that the automobile output for fnis country in 1923 will be 
about 3,000,000 cars. In March, 19 per cent more cars were 
turned out than in the previous peak month of June, 1922. 
Whatever the actual final figures, it is. certain that this year 
will break all previous records. 


This means more cars for America. It means also that the 


United States is getting on a firm basis as the leading automo- 
bile manufacturing country in the world. When other coun- 
tries-begin to use more cars,-there will be plenty of foreign 
'markets for American cars. And there will be sufficiently 
economical and swift production methods in this country to 
make successful-competition in cheap light cars from other 
lands practically impossible. 


The motor industry outlook remains rosy. 


Better-Government Aids. 


. About 25 states and cities now have civic organizations 
definitely working for more efficient government. Municipal 
or state research bureaus, citizens' or taxpayers' leagues, pub- 
lic service institutes and associations are some of the general 
names by which they are known. The nam'e, however, mat- 
ters little. The increasing interest of large numbers of citizens.^ 
in good government is the point of chief note. 


It may be true, in some cases, that these organizations do 


more theorizing than practical work, but on the whole they 
represent progress. They are educating their own member- 
ship in some of the details of the administration of govern- 
ment, and their research work is frequently helpful in'pointing 
out local mistakes and needs. 


Most of these organizations have been developed since 1906. 


In another 17 years their achievements may be many and 
noteworthy. 
' 


Russia and Asia. 


-Russia planning a great educational scheme to cover Korea, 


• China and Japan is difficult to imagine. Yet that is one of the 
recent additions to the Russian program. 


A school in Moscow already has 270 specially selected stu- 


dents taking a three-year course in Asiatic languages. They 
will be made officials and commercial agents. A second such 
institution is to be established in Petrograd. 


In addition to these schools which are training Russians for 


work in commercial and diplomatic activities in the Orient, 
there is to be a large university in Moscow to which Koreans, 
Chinese and Japanese will be urged to come to study Russian 
language and institutions. 


Americans could profitably follow this particular instance of 


Soviet wisdom. It is.important for United States citizens to 
know more about the language, customs and commercial op- 
portunities of other lands, and for them to know more about us. 


Man-Killers. 


Lord Carnarvon had a more unfortunate experience than 


any prominent hunters of big game in the jungles of Africa or 
India have had for a very long time.. 


There may have been a time in the history of the human 


race when big, fierce beasts were more than a match for man 
if met face to face. That is so no longer. 
- 


There are still many small insects, however, and many germs 


both isolated arid only suspected, which are far more menacing 
to human health and life than any of the powerful creatures 
traditionally regarded as man's worst enemies. 


Some of those microscopic foes have been pretty well 


checked. Human research has found out either how to pre- 
vent their depredations or how to rid the earth of them. But 
there is much more to be learned, and done before man is as 
safe from noxious insects and disease germs as he is from 
lions and tigers.
